would be on Block 1 of Oakland 
Chinatown's 4-block redevelopment 
broject，which would be the block 
bounded by 9th, 10th, Franklin, and 
Broadway streets. Block 1 is the only 
block that has to date received ac- 
tual funding form Housing and 
Urban Development. 

However， the 
Redevelopment Agency feels that 
Block 1 is earmatked for commer- 
cial use-and other services，sUch as 
those meeting housing and health 
needs. Invited to meet with the par- 
ents，Bert Bangsburg，Co-ordinator 
of Oakland Chinatown's Neighbor- 
hood Development Project, had re- 
fused，saying it was not time yet 

Also conspicuously absent at the 
meeting were Councilman Raymond 
Eng and Ed Wong of Oakland 's 
Planning Council. Both were criti- 
cized at the meeting for their lack of 
concern Over the social needs of the 
Chinese community. “We are 
appealing to you (Councilmen Joe 
Cota and Johnm SuttenD for help be- 
cause oOUT so-called representatives 
will not look after outr interests,” 
said one parent. 

City Councilman Joe Cota advised 
the parents to gather economic data 
to show their need for a children's 
center and assured them he was for 
child care. 

Paul Wang form University of 
California，Berkeleys Department 
of Architecture then announced that 
his class was conducting a SUfvey to 
establish such a need and to deter- 
mine _ the best location for the 
Children's Center.

Nestled inconspicuously on. Old 
Chinatown Lane, Self-Help for the 
Elderly is an administrator' s night- 
mare. Living from hand to mouth 
in a literal sense,， spending half of 
its time scrambling for money, the 
agency and its director Sam Yuen 
dont know when the bottom 
Imighbt fall out. 

This is not to say that the agency 
doesnt have powerful City friends 
and the ability to tap funding 
SOUITCeSs. Cormpared to many agimg 
and social service agencies facing 
federal cutbacks，Self-Helpb is in 
fair shape. 

Last week EOC, contingent upon 


.the Support of OEO, made a com- 


mitment to Support Self-Help staff 
salaries through November 30. 

The final contracts for 外 32,000 
for three mmonths of emergency 
Tevenue-sharing funding for the 
food and clothing program at Self- 
Help were also readied Iast week 
by the executive director for aging 
for San Erancisco，Bermnard Schus- 
Sel. 

It is possible, according to Yuen， 
that Supervisor Robert Mendel- 
sohn，chairman of the Finance 
Committee, wjll request that emer- 
gency Self-Help funding be ex- 
tended through the first nime 
months of next year-. 

The San Francisco Foundation 
recently awarded a six-month grant 
of$31,790 to Self-Help. 

DING HO 

Also last week the Campaign for 
Human Development，the domes- 
tic ant-poverty Program of the 
Catholic Church，anonounced that 
their largest 1973 funding grant， 
$55,000，would go to 下 conomic 
Independence for Older Chinese 
through Self-Heljp Development of 
a Viable Household, better known 
as the Ding Ho housekeeper pro- 
graim. 

The Ding Ho program, although 
under the Chinatown Self-Help 
Umbrella, js being kept separate in 
Case the government drops its sup- 
port of the parent agency.、 The 
fourth class is now in progress and 
one class has graduated in each of 
the last three years-。 

The YWCA provides the class- 
room space and the Community 
College the teacher salaries for the 
Ding Ho program. The primarily 
sub-aged participants benefit by 
acquiring Part-ttme jobs and by 
building up .their social security 
tax accounts.Yuen hopesthe Ding 
Ho Program will eventually do 
away With the partrtime concept 
and find the ladies full-tHme posi- 
tions-。 

Does dealing with a variety of 
funding sources， Some for one 
month，some thbree, some Six and 
some day-to-day，give Yuen an 
ulcer2? “MYy wife says 工 have a cast- 
iron stomach， he says.。 But the 
Self-Help director does feel the 
pressure. He is particularly worried 
about the transfer of OEO pro- 
g 尔 ams to HEW，a transfer that is 
scheduled to take Place by Octo- 


ber 26. 

Some agericies will be transferred 
and others will be dropped. Yuen 
fears that foundation and City 
Support will dry up 于 the govern- 
ment drops the program.Yuen has 
proved to be a capable money- 
raiser，and his marshaling of the 
elderly at demonstrations has pres- 
sured the politicians to take notice- 
FEinally，Self-Help has been extra- 
ordinarily successful in caring for 
the needs of the elderly in China- 
town. It is .SO SUCcessful that it 15 
one of the few Chinatown agencies 
respected enough so that neither 
the demagogues of theright nor of 
the left dare attack 让 . 了 oOwever, a 
governmental decision could still 
undermine the agency-

Two youths charged with imn- 
volvement in the May 14 armed 
robbery of the Mandarin Towers 
branch of the Bank of America 


,are being tried before a jury in 


U.S. District Judge Robert F. Peck- 
ham's court. 
The two charged are Ronald 


IIGong，19， charged with actually 


being inside the bank at 944 
Stockton St.，and 了 Edward Chien， 
19, accused of driving the getaway 
Car. 

Two others had pleaded guilty 
earlier.。 At _ least one，IThomas 
Chamberlain，17，will testify for 
the government，according to As- 
sistant U.S. attorney Michael Ner- 
Dey- 

The fourth defendant is Wallace 
Tang, 17, who is awaiting sentence 
following an earlier plea. 

The robbers had worn women s 
stockings as masks and had tried 
unsuccessfully to shoot out bank 
cameras which tooK pictures of 
them in the holdup. They left the 
bank with $15,515，but part of 
the money, $3500, was recovered， 
said Nerney。 IThat money was 
found in Chien's car by police and 
the FEBI, and was identified by the 
recorded serial numbers- 


HOUSE VOTE FOR 
IMMIGRATION LIMIT 


WASHINGTON 一 The House 
voted September 26 to impose a 
world-wide immigration limit of 
20,000 visas annuajlly per country， 
which would greatly reduce immi- 
gration 位 om Mexico. 

The 20,000 limit, now in effect 
for countries in the 了 astern Hemi- 
sphere，would be extended to 
countries of the Western Hemi- 
sphere under a bill passed 336 to 
30 and sent to the Senate. 

The bill would also_ establish 
categories for distribution of each 
Western 了 emipshere country'"s Vi- 
sas that give preference' to reunit- 
ing families and attracting needed 
Skills to the United States， The 
same System now exists for the 
Eastern Hemisphere.

FLY TO CHINA 


PEKING 一 Canadian Pacific Air 
should be in a position to begin 
weekly flights to China early next 
year 让 current negotiations in Pe- 
king and Tokyo are successful, air- 
line officials reported last week. 

A negotiating team led by Ian 
Gray opened talks on a commer- 
cial air agreement with the Chinese 
Civil Aviation Administration on 
October 9. A separate teaim is ne- 
gotiating refueling rights in Tokyo 
for the new China run. 

When these negotiations are con- 
cluded,， the service is expected to 
connect Vancouver amd Shanghai 
with an onward loop to Peking.- 

Peking and Ottawa approved the 
service im principle when they 
signed a governmental air agree- 
ment earlier this year， The com- 
mercial agreement now being 
worked out will settle details such 
as ticketing and fares.。 

Refueling rights in Tokyo may 
present more difficulty. Japanese 
authorities are said to be holding 
out for substantial concessions for 
Japan Air Lines on its Canadian 
flights in return for the Chinarun 
refueling service.Japanese intransi- 
gence is based on a reluctance to 
see any other foreign airline secure 
an air agreement with Peking be- 
fore Japan does. A Tokyo-Peking 
agreement has so far been blocked 
by Japzmese reluctance to sever air 
links with Taiwan. 

Aviation circles are doubtful 
whether CP Air can imake the 
China run profitable，particularly 
if it ls forced to :forgo Japanese re- 
fueling stops and fy the 5000- 
mile Anchorage-Shanghai leg non- 
Stop. 训

That clause has long been- a 
source of embarrassment for the 
parent American Legion，Wwhich 
has made anti-discrimination its 
policy.

Lee said. 

DISAPPOINTMENT 

However，Lee said he still has 
one major disappointment.“They 
didi it for dollars-and-cents reasons 
一 a_ tax exemption. 工 would far 
rather they removed the discrimi- 
nation for reasons of principle， 
fairness”he said. 

Lee said he probably would be- 
come.an active member of 40 et 
8 if he is invited to join again. “It 
is most important that the valuable 
work of the American Legion be 
carried on at all levels without dis- 
crimination。. That is what I have 
been fighting since 1958， he ex- 
Plained. 

The 40 et 8 is a secret，civilian 
处 oup open only to American 工 e- 
gionnaires who have distinguished 
themselves in the Legion activities. 
Organized after the American Le- 
gion was founded in 1919, the 40 
et 8 takes its_ name from World 
War I Freneh boxcars (voitures)， 
which had a capacity of 40 men 
and 8 horses. 

Lee served in World War II as an 
Army second jlieutenant. He was 
commander of both the 13th 
American Legion District and San 
Jose Post 89 in 1957 when he was.

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CHINESE GOVERNMENT 
REGULATES BANKING 


HONG KONG 一 The population 
of China enjoyed a ten Per cent 
increase in purchasing power last 
year。 To match this rise in in- 
comes,， Peking launched a drive to 
encourage the people to save their 
money in local branches of the 
People's Bank. The campaign was 
so Successful that no special drive 
to maintain public interest has 
been necessary this year. Although 
harvest prospects remain poor this 
year, increased wages for industrial 
workers and lowered prices on in- 
dustrial goods for peasants ensure 
that the _ average Chinese has 3 
small surplus from his monthly 
earnings to deposit with local bank 
branches. 

The operations of the banking 
System，according to the Far 了 ast 
匡 conomic Reviewy, are not radical- 
ly different now 位 om those per- 
formed before the outbreak of the 
Cultural Revolution in 1966. 
Funds are allocated to a bank by 
the People's Bank of the munici- 
pality。 Industrial，commercial or 
agricultural units apply to the 
bank ifthey need a loan.Thebank 
then works out the amount each 
applicant needs for production, ac- 
cording to a government-Set PirO- 
duction plan. All loans must be 
repaid within a set time，Pplus 3 
small amount of interest. The in- 
terest is necessary _ because the 
bank pays interest to its deposi- 
tors。 

The bank's principal function is 
to _ ensure that the borrower Uses 
the loan according to the eco- 
nomic plan prepared for it. The 
Szechwan Daily has described the 
People's Bank as“the tool of our 
party and State in mobijlising-and 
distributing funds and a centre for 
extending credit, clearing accounts 
and circulating currency. It ls also 
the State's pivotal organ for re- 
ceiving revenue and paying out 
expenditure.” 

The People's Bank serves as the 
government's principal monitor 
over the Chinese economy. In the 
countryside this year the banks 
have_ had a particularly difficult 
tinmae. The financial departments in 
Hunan Province had to issue spe- 
cial loans to vilages which had 
suffered because of adverse weath- 
er in order for them to buy ferti- 
lizers to_ boost their production. 
In Inner Mongolia the banks not 
only granted loans for construc- 
tion and irrigation but involved 
themselves deeply in these Proj- 
ects to ensure that they were com- 
Pleted at minimum cost: 

Recently Red Flag journal has 
suggested that the pressure on the 
bank credits be relieved by having 
the State purchasing and procure- 
Iment agencies 秃 ant advances to 
those units temporarily short of 
funds. 

In 玉 weichow Province the role 
of the banks in the economy in- 
cludes attempts to induce the peas- 
ants to diversify agriculture and 
develop productive _ capacity in 
other areas besides grain . 

All these policies are seen by 
some experts as part of a general 
bid by the central govermnment to 
exercise- stricter-Coftrol 0OVer the 
way factories and communes regu- 
late their finances.

The ten workers who went 
through the training all: felt the 
program was a waste of tme and 
energy，said the Chinese press Te-

Perienced as the trainees, no spe- 
cific skills were learned or im- 
proved，and no new machinery 
was introduced. On their return 
from the training Program，Somne 
found their old machines had been 
taken and theyhadqd been reassigned 


to do other odd jobs. 


On September 26, the Chinese 
workers appealed to management 
to stop the training Program，but 
with little result.， Ihe _ next day， 
three Chinese workers were asS- 
signed to _ begin the training PITo- 
gram.
